For over 40 years now I have ob-~ 
served the morning watch. I com- * 


mence by reading the Word of God, 
remembering the words, “As newborn 
babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby” (1 
Peter 2:2). Then, in obedience to 
Psalm 5:3, “My voice shalt thou hear 
in the morning, O Lord; in the morn- 
ing will-I direct my prayer unto thee, 
and will look up,” I turn to prayer. 

When I was saved I was asked for 
my Bible by a personal worker, who 
wrote on the flyleaf, “This book will 
keep you from sin, or sin will keep 
you from this Book.” And I have 
found it to be true. The two cannot 
go together. 

I always use the Scofield Reference 
Bible, and I have one of the largest 
published. I mark it, and as I grow 
older and find it more difficult to 
read. I am grateful for the large type. 

The reason so many do not enjoy 
the Bible is because they do not know 
the Author. It is one thing to meet 
Jesus Christ at the time.of conver- 
sion; it is quite another to become 
acquainted with Him by spending 
time in His presence. 

The Bible should be read daily, just 
as the manna was gathered daily. We 
would not dream of taking only one 
meal a day, much less a week, since 
our bodies need to be nourished. Yet, 
some of us, I am afraid, neglect the 
spiritual food that is even more es- 
sential. I have read the Word of God 
for over 40 years, 365 days in the year, 
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atch

and I expect to read it every day un- 
til I see my Lord face to face. 

I read the Word of God as I would 
read a letter, or as I would eat fish. 
When I get a letter, I start at the be- 
ginning and read to the end. That is 
the way to study the Word. Start with 
the first chapter of Genesis and read 
to the last word of Revelation, read- 
ing two or three chapters a day, and 
then do it again. I do not know how 
many times I have read the Bible 
through. If I come to a verse that I 
cannot understand, I do not cast. the 
Book aside, any-more_ than I would 
throw away my plate of fish because 
of a bone. I simply lay it aside and 
go on reading, as I would go on eat- 
ing. Then when I read it again, some 
of the statements that I thought were 
bones, I am able to digest. 

When you read God’s Word, He 
talks to you. When you pray, you talk 





to Him. After a time with the Book, 
I turn to prayer, and thus I become 
acquainted with the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I have found three enemies to the 
prayer life. 

First, interruptions. I. discovered 
that I had to have a time and place 
for prayer. My time is in the morn- 
ing. I would. never dream of going to 
my work before first meeting God. My 
place for prayer is my study, when I 
am at home. We have time for every- 
thing else; we must make time for 
prayer. 

Second, wandering thoughts. I used 
to have all kinds of thoughts, plans 
and programs come in upon me when 
I was praying, and I found myself 
thinking. How did I get rid of these 
wandering thoughts? By praying out 
loud, by putting my petitions into 
words. I always pray out loud, and 
have done so for the last 40 years of 
my life. 

Third, drowsiness. I used to become 
sleepy when I wanted to pray. That 
was because I knelt down and closed 
my eyes, and put my head on my 
arms. Years ago I formed the habit of 
walking when praying. I have walked 
hundreds of miles in my study. By

Should | 
Not Go? 


“My Burden Is My 
Love for the Lord Je- 
sus Christ,” Says the 
Reverend William 
Pospisil, Missionary to 
India. 


“The love of Christ constraineth 
us,” 2 Cor. 5:14. 

As Executive Missions Secretary, it 
seems to me the greatest and richest 
experiences in all the world come 
through obedience to the Lord’s com- 
mand “Go ye.” 

In the Mission Board meeting this 
week (February 25-29) our hearts 
were thrilled in thankfulness to God 
for His divine guidance and marvel- 
ous care of our returning, worn, and 
tired missionaries to India, the Rever- 
end and Mrs. C. E. French and family. 
Yes, they are tired in the service but 
not of the service, ONLY gay | to 
cetera The Frenchs landed in New 
York, February 22, 1952. 

Again our hearts were moved and 
our eyes filled with tears when Rever- 
end isil, a converted Catholic, a 
seasoned minister, experienced, edu- 
cated, and consecrated man of God, 
having served the Church 6 years as 
overseer of Canada and Montana, ex- 
pressed his solemn acceptance of a 
call to India founded firmly on the 
precious Word of God. Take time to 
read the reasons he cites: 

“Some reasons for my decision to 
go to India when asked to do so by 
our Missions Board: 

“1, When the first letter came I 
thought the Board may have had sev- 
eral men in mind whom they were 
going to contact, and then they would 
choose one from those willing to go. 
Now, it is up to me to go or not to 
go; it is up to me to DECIDE. IF I de- 
cide not 0, or do not consent to 
£0, they will then contact someone 


else. 
“2. In the light of the above, it is 
plain for me to see that Jesus in His 
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last commission: said, ‘Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature’; also, ‘Teach all na- 
tions.’ That I have been given an op- 
portunity to do as the Lord has said, 
to a larger degree, a door has been 
opened, it lies within my power to 
enter this door or to refuse to do so. 
1 Cor. 16:9; 2 Cor. 2:12. If I go, I have 
His promise to be with me, ‘Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.’ If I refuse, what kind 
of an answer could I give the Lord 
in the final day of reckoning? for not 
oing into as much of the world with 

e gospel message as I could have, 
or had been given an opportunity for 
so —. I could not think of any 
reason for not going. Therefore, I am 
forced to say, ‘Yes, I am willing to go.’ 

“3. I cannot say that I have any 
specific spiritual revelation to go or 
not to go. I have just His Word say- 
ing, “GO”; thus the Lord has been 
dealing with me on this subject by 
the means of His Word. If I have had 
any revelation relative to this matter 
given me by the Spirit, it is to the 
effect that India may have a com- 
plete change of government, or the 
country may be occupied by an in- 
vading people or nation during our 
stay there. Hardships may be in store 
for us because of these strained na- 
tional or international conditions, but, 
should we shrink from ——— dan- 
ger or hardship when the Lord says, 
‘Go ye’? The apostle Paul, with love 
for kinsman, could say, ‘Neither 
count I my life dear unto myself’; 
not only ready to suffer but even to 
DIE so the gospel of the grace of 
God might be preached to them at 


Jernaalem, also. Acts 20:22-24; 21:10- 


14. 

“4, Our going to India will mean 
separation from loved ones. It will 
mean that we will leave Beulah May 
and Charles behind while we go on. 
But let us remember, Jesus said if we 
loved our son or daughter more than 
we did Him, we were not worthy of 
Him. We want to be found worthy 
of HIM WHEN WE SEE HIM! Mat- 
thew 10:37-39. 

Alan had a missionary call to Afri- 
ca. He did not live to see his call 
realized. The tithes from his insur- 
ance we used to help Sister Stark, 
making her going possible when she 
was in grave need. In some way I 
feel we may be enabled to go to the 
heathen land with the gospel to ful- 
fill a work he was not able to do. 

“5. We are to look on the fields and 
to gad to the Lord of the harvest 
that he would send forth laborers in- 
to His vineyard. How or why preach 
it to others and, when an opportunity 
is ee us to go, then turn it down? 
Th I cannot conscientiously do. 
When Isaiah saw the Lord and was 
cleansed he could hear the voice of 
the Lord speaking to Him, ‘Also I 
heard the voice of the Lord saying, 
Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us? Then said I, Here am I: send 
me.’ 

“Conclusion: In the Light of the 
above, what other answer could I give 
than, ‘Here am I: send me.’ 

“Some questions we may have to 
answer: 

“1. Do you have a special love or 
burden for the people of India? 

“When Peter received his final call 
to preach, the Lord didn’t ask him to 
tell Him how much he loved the peo- 
ple but, ‘Lovest thou me?’ If we really 
love Jesus, we shall be happy to go 
and do what He would have us to do, 
wherever it might be. So, it isn’t a 
question of how much we love the peo- 
a of India, but how much we really 
ove Jesus. 

“2. Are you not afraid to go to a 
omer where there is so much un- 
re 

“In these days of atomic energy and 
atomic bombs and planes that can 
circle the world, there is really no 
safe ‘place to live. One is not even 
guaranteed safety here in America. 
It can happen here, too. The safest 
place, then, is in the center of God’s 
will. A door has been opened, and 
we feel it God’s will; we be much 
safer in the hands of God there than 
out of the will of the Lord here. If 
we suffer with Him, we shall also 
reign with Him. ‘He that shall save 
his life shall lose it.’” 

Now listen to Sister Pospisil’s testi- 
mony: 

Sister Pospisil, although assenting 
to go along felt her need of assur- 
ance, heard the distressful cry of her 
child whose hand was caught in the 
washing machine wringer, ran to him 
and found his arm and hand flat- 
tened and with blood coming from the 
ends of his fingers. Her first thought 
was to pray, and as she petitioned 
the Lord she thought, “If I can’t get 
a prayer through to heal my son, how 
can I be a testimony in India?” and 
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with this thought she prayed harder. 
Her son began to say, “Stop praying 
Mama; the hurting has all gone.” She 
looked at his hand, and it was normal, 
and she thanked and praised the Lord 
for His healing power. 

During our Board meeting, David 
Pospisil, age 11, testified how God has 
saved and healed him. He stated that 
he fell in hot water and then on the 
stove and was in much pain. He kept 
calling to his mother to pray, pray, 
pray, and then he went to sleep. 
While he was asleep he dreamed there 
was a hand reaching out and cover- 
ing his body all over, and when he 
awoke all the pain had left him, and 
he was completely healed.

On Monday Brother Noel DeSouza 
and I boarded the Costa Rican 
Northern Railroad for Sequirres. 
The trip was slow and winding. How- 
ever, it was not tiresome, as the scen- 
ery is certainly something to see. We 
enjoyed the whole trip. We arrived 
in the afternoon and were met at the 
station by Sister Dandy, our evangel- 
ist at Limon, and another sister. We 
had no place for services there, so we 


asked permission to hold services 
downstairs from the —~ hotel at Se- . 


quirres. By the time that evening had 


come and time for services, candles 
were obtained (four of them) and 
laced on a table that we were able 
borrow. This is a place that is 
known as a “Churchy Place,” as it 
contains so many churches of differ- 
ent denominations. Brother Noel De- 
Souza preached in Spanish, and I 
preached in English. e street was 
poo’ with people seeking to hear 
he Word. The mayor of the town 
was there. That night after service 
he told the people he had never heard 
the — preached in this manner, 
and he was going to look into it. The 
lady who owned the hotel and was of 
another denomination for over 30 
years, and who had furnished or given 
property and helped very much in es- 
tablishing that church, was saved that 
night and gave an open and public 
confession of her faith in Christ Je- 
sus her Lord. A lady that had been 
in terrible sin for many, many years, 
repented of her sins and publicly ac- 
cepted Christ. Many knelt on the side- 
walk that night and accepted the Lord. 
We plan to open up a work there in 
the very near future. The next day 
we looked around in Sequirres to see 
if there was a possibility of obtainin 
a place for services. We found sever: 
prospects, and Brother DeSouza will 
be going back there to see what can 
be done. 
We took the afternoon train for 
Limon and arrived there in the early 





eve , in time to hold services there 
that night. The services we conducted 
there were blessed of the Lord, with 
souls saved every night. A woman was 
brought in that had malaria and was 
delirious. She was prayed for, and the 
next morning she came to the church 
and testified of her complete deliver- 
ance. The fever left, and she had a 
normal night’s rest. She was praising 
and glorifying the Lord. 

There is much that can be done in 
this country, and people are hungry 
for God. They all seem to be asleep 
as to the signs of the times, and a 
second-coming message concerning 
Christ and His return is what the 
people require. When all the turmoil 
of this world is brought to the people 
and they can see the fulfillment of 
prophecy, they believe and will receive

Ee Pp. ower of the Blood of Jesus 


Article 3 


The mediatorial work of Christ lays 
special emphasis upon the power of 
the blood of Jesus. A mediator is one 
who mediates, especially one who in- 
terposes between parties at variance, 
to reconcile them. God selected His 
Son to be the Mediator between Him 
and the sin-bound human family. 
Therefore, without the slightest de- 
gree of egotism or unjustifiable claim, 
the Lord Jesus said, “I am the way, 
the truth and the life. No man com- 
eth unto the Father but by me.” 

Christ Jesus became the Mediator 
between God and man through His 
life, death, and in His office work on 
His mediatorial throne at the right 
hand of His Father. His entire media- 
torial work is based upon His own 
precious shed blood, which not only 
gave to Him the right to become our 
Mediator, but the Mediator supreme- 
ly above all other mediators of all 
time. Moses was, indeed, a great medi- 
ator, but he was a mediator only 
through the efforts of his life for Is- 
rael, and Israel alone. Jesus Christ 
came to become the Mediator between 
all humanity and His Father. His 
mediatorial work did not end with His 
death, but was rather established for- 
ever, and upon His glorious resurrec- 
tion and ascension to the Father, He 
became man’s permanent Mediator. 

In addition to Moses, Count Folke 
Bernadotte and the colored mediator, 
Ralph Johnson Bunche, have also gone 
down in history as two of the greatest 
mediators Israel has ever known. 
Their mediatorial work, however, was 
between the Arabs and Israeli, while 
Moses’ mediatorial work was between 
God and the constantly backsliding, 
murmuring and complaining nation 
of Israel. Bernadotte, Bunche’s prede- 
cessor, was assassinated. He sealed his 
mediatorial work with his blood, while 
Bunche not only escaped death in his 
mediatorial work, but was successful 
in establishing a fairly peaceful rela- 
tionship between the Arabs and the 
Jews. 

Jesus Christ, by His death, stepped 
between God and the whole human 
family to establish terms of perma- 
nent peace for all who will accept it. 
His mediatorial work was «made per- 
manent and powerful through His 
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blood. In support of this glorious fact, 
Paul uses the term “reconcile.” Notice 
Eph. 2:16: “And that he (Jesus) might 
reconcile both (Jew and Gentile) unto 
God in one body by the cross... ” 
Here you see the universal power of 
the blood of Jesus Christ to bring the 
two great families of the human race 
together unto God, that is, through 
Christ’s shed blood on the cross. “Who 
hath broken down the middle wall of 
partition between us; having abolished 
in his flesh the enmity, even the law 
of commandments contained in ordi- 
nances (that is, the ceremonial com- 
mandments); for to make in himself 
of twain one new man, so making 
peace.” That is, when Jews and Gen- 
tiles accept Jesus as Mediator between 
them and God, they come into a 
peaceable relationship with each oth- 
er as well as with God. 


The breach was not only wide be- 
tween God and the Gentiles, it was 
also wide between the Jews and the 
Gentiles; but notice the magnetic 
power of the blood of Jesus Christ in 
its mediatorial work as He breaks 
down racial prejudiceness and also 
bridges over the chasm that separated 
us Gentiles from God: “Wherefore re- 
member, that ye being in time past 
Gentiles in the flesh, who are called 


uncircumcision by that which is called. 


the circumcision in the flesh made by 
hands; that at that time ye were with- 
out Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having 
no hope, and without God in the 
world: but now, in Christ, ye who 
sometime were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ,” Eph. 2:11-13. 
How wonderful! How amazingly, in- 
describably wonderful! The Jews con- 
sidered the Gentiles as the dog na- 
tion, completely beyond and lost to 
the covenant of God’s grace and mer- 
cy, but, “God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” We 
Gentiles can rejoice over these words 
of- Paul, “Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners, but fel- 
low citizens with the saints, and of 
the household of God; and are built 
upon the foundation of the apostles 
and prophets, Jesus Christ himself be- 


ing the chief corner stone; in whom 
all the building fitly framed together 
groweth unto an holy temple in the 
Lord: in whom ye also are builded 
together for a habitation of God 
through the Spirit,” Eph. 2:19-22. 

An angel could not establish a 
means of permanent peace between 
God and men. It took verily God and 
verily man to do this; that is, God 
incarnated, or “the Word made 
flesh.” Therefore, we read in Hebrews 
2, concerning Christ, “For verily he 
took not on him the nature of angels; 
but he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham. Wherefore in all things it be- 
hooved him to be made like unto his 
brethren, that he might be a merciful 
and faithful high priest in things per- 
taining to God, to make reconcilia- 
tion for the sins of the people.” Heb. 
2:16, 17. Christ was incarnated in hu- 
man flesh to become Christ Jesus. 

Our hearts burn with even greater 
appreciation when we read a further 
treatise on the condescension of 
Christ to become Jesus: “Let this 
mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus: Who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God: but made himself of 
no reputation, and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made in 
the likeness of men: and being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross,” Phil. 2:5- 
8. Here it is made very clear that 
Christ Jesus could not establish a per- 
manent office of mediation merely 
through His life, by preaching, teach- 
ing, and performing miracles. His 
death, His very lifeblood, was that 
which became the time-long founda- 
tion and life of His mediatorial work. 
Therefore, it was only upon the merits 
of His shed blood He established pro- 
vision that all who will come unto the 
Father through faith in His blood may 
do so with hope and confidence. 
Therefore, there is no excuse for 
Jew or Gentile remaining a stranger 
and foreigner to the family of God 
and glorious fellowship with the Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghost. This is 
fully supported by Heb. 7:25. “Where- 
fore he is able also to save them to the 
uttermost that come unto God by him, 
seeing he ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for them.” 

When Christ Jesus became our High 
Priest, in His mediatorial work, He 
also became our Sacrifice, for we are 
told in Heb. 9:11, 12, “But Christ being 
come a high priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, that 
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is to say, not of this building; neither 
by the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered in once 
into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us.” Therefore, 
Christ not only abolished the office 
of the earthly priesthood, but also the 
sacrifices. Now it is through Him, our 
High Priest, and His shed blood that 
we have access to and representation 
before God the Father. Priests under 
the Mosaic law were not only untrue 
to God and their office, but many 
times heartless and unmindful of the 
needs of the people. If that was true 
in that day when the priesthood was 
accepted by God, I am sure it is true 
today when such an order is not ac- 
ceptable to God. Isn’t it wonderful 
to know that Christ Jesus, our eternal 
High Priest, is touched with the feel- 
ing of our infirmities! He sees; He 
hears; He feels; He knows our daily 
needs, and upon the merits of His 
shed blood He provides for them. 
The key word of the book of He- 
brews is better, and in connection 
with Christ’s mediatorial work it 


looms up with all the luster of time. 
“But now hath he’ 


Notice Heb. 8:6, 7: 
obtained a more excellent ministry, by 
how much also he is the mediator of 
a better covenant, which was estab- 
lished upon better promises. For if 
that first covenant had been faultless, 
then should no place have been sought 
for the second.” Therefore, it is upon 
the basis of God’s covenant with man 
through Jesus Christ, not the law of 
Moses—the Old Testament—but the 
New Testament, that Christ carries on 
His mediatorial work, bringing us into 
greater, richer and more lasting bless- 
ings than any covenant of all time. 
Therefore, small wonder that we have 
the statement in Heb. 9:15: “And for 
this Gause he is the mediator of the 
new testament (covenant), that by 
means of death, for the redemption of 
the transgressions that were under the 
first testament, they which are called 
might receive the promise of eternal 
inheritance.” 

It Was the problem of man’s sins 
that made the office of a mediator or 
a high priest necessary, for it was 
sin that brought the breach between 
God and man. It came by Adam in 
the beginning, and then Isaiah said, 
“All we like sheep have gone astray, 
for we have turned every man to his 
own way.” And in 1 John 1:10 we read, 
“If we say that we have not sinned, 
we make him a liar, and his word is 
not in us.” Christ Jesus recognized 
this condition, and instead of discou- 
raging His coming, it was responsible 
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for His coming. He centralized His 
mission upon this fact, as seen in His 
statement in Luke 19:10: “For the 
Son of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” Paul says, 
in 1 Tim. 2:5, 6, “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; who gave 
himself a ransom for all, to be testi- 
fied in due time.” Paul tells us further 
that as the one and only Mediator be- 
tween God and men, that He makes 
full reconciliation for our sins today, 
thus removing from our hearts a fear 
of the judgment. Notice what he says: 
“Some men’s sins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgment; and 
some men they follow after,” 1 Tim. 
5:24. The question is this: Have you 
taken your sin problem to our Media- 
tor, our High Priest, that He might 
make reconciliation between you and 
God? If you haven’t, you can and 
should. It is your only hope of eternal 
life. Notice how forcefully and beau- 
tifully Paul supplements this fact in 
Rom. 5:10: “For if, when we were en- 
emies, we were reconciled to God by 
the death of his Son; much more, be- 
ing reconciled, we shall be saved by 
his life.” That is, we were not only 
reconciled unto God by His shed 
blood, but since Christ Jesus 
arose from the dead and ascended to 
the Father and is seated at His right 
hand, He ever liveth to make inter- 
cession for us that we may have the 
help that we need to live the. Chris- 
tian life. In other words, there is a 
provision through the blood of the

John 16:7-14, “Nevertheless I tell 
you the truth; It is expedient for you 
that I go away: for if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send him 
unto you. And when he is come, he 
will reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment: of 
sin, because they believe not on me; 
of righteousness, because I go to my 
Father, and ye see me no more; of 
judgment, because the prince of this 
world is judged. I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and 
he will shew you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall receive 
of mine, and shall shew it unto you.” 

The name Holy Ghost, or Holy Spir- 
it, occurs in the New Testament 93 
times. In the Acts alone He is men- 
tioned over 50 times. In Romans the 
8th chapter there are 17 references. 
These facts clearly prove that the 
Holy Ghost occupies a conspicuous 
place in this present dispensation, 
which is in truth the dispensation of 
the ministration of the Spirit. In the

Gospels we see the ministry of Jesus; 
in the Acts we have the ministry of 
the Holy Ghost. His name reveals His 
actual relationship to man. In the 
name Father we see a parent from 
whom we had wandered. In the name 
Jesus we see the Saviour by whom we 
are reconciled. In the name Holy Spir- 
it we see the atmosphere in which our 
spirits are to live and move and have 
their being. However unfathomable 
the mystery, the fact remains that 
this mighty holy Being is a Person. He 
is co-equal with God the Father and 
God the Son. As the intermediary be- 
tween the Saviour and the individual 
soul, the Spirit has two classes of of- 
fice. First, His work is that of bear- 
ing witness or applying truth to the 
mind, to the unconverted for the con- 
viction of sin, the awakening of de- 
sire for Jesus and His salvation. Sec- 
ond, to the Christian He is the Para- 
clete, Helper, and all-sufficient Com- 
forter. 

It has always been in the mind of 
God to have a Spirit-filled people. 
Man is a trinity—soul, body, and spir- 
it. There are three spirits in the world 
with which man has to contend; 
namely, God’s Spirit, the devil’s spirit, 
and man’s spirit. Man is controlled by 


a spirit outside of himself. Man within. 


himself cannot discern spiritual 
things. The devil is stronger than we 
are. If man is not controlled by God’s 
Spirit, then he will be controlled by 
the devil’s spirit. Paul says, in Eph. 
2:2, “In time past ye walked accord- 
ing to the course of this world, ac- 
cording to the prince of the power of 
the air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience.” God’s 
Spirit will help us to. be filled with 
His Spirit and keep evil crowded out. 
After a person is saved, he needs 
something more. Jesus said, in John 
17:15-17, “I pray not that thou should- 
est take them out of the world, but 
that thou shouldest keep them from 
the evil. They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. Sancti- 
fy them through thy truth: thy word 
is truth.” When a person is sanctified, 
he is set apart as holy; he has a na- 
ture like Jesus; his temple is cleansed, 
and he is a fit subject for the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. 





by * Waptism O the Holy Ghost

Jesus spoke the words of our text 
just before His crucifixion. While Je- 
sus was here on earth, He was the 
leader of His disciples. Jesus knew the 
road ahead of them was not to be an 
easy one, that gigantic tasks awaited 
them, and without the strength of 
someone stronger than themselves 
they would not be equal to the task. 
The disciples were sad, indeed, be- 
cause Jesus had told them He was 
going away. Jesus had been with 
them only a short time, but He said, 
“It is expedient for you that I go a- 
way.” Yes, it was necessary for Jesus 
to go, but He encouraged them with 
the loving promise that He would 
send them another Comforter. The 
Greek word for comforter is para- 
clete, which means one called along- 
side of another for the purpose of 
helping him. The Comforter wouid 
not remain temporarily and then de- 
part, but He would come to stay. 

The outpouring of the Spirit was 
promised by the prophets in the Old 
Testament. Joel 2:28, 29, “And it shall 


come to pass afterward, that I will” 


pour out my Spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy, your old men shall dream 
dreams, your young men shall see vi- 
sions: and also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days 
will I pour out my Spirit.” Isa. 28:11, 
“For with stammering lips and an- 
other tongue will he speak to this peo- 
ple.” Then, in the New Testament we 
hear John the Baptist declaring the 
message of the great outpouring of 
the Spirit. Matt. 3:11, “I indeed bap- 
tize you with water unto repentance: 
but he that cometh after me is might- 
ier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 
On the day of Pentecost, when the 
120 had received the mighty baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, Peter said, “This 
is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel.” 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
not the new birth. Some people teach 
that when a person is born again he 
has all the blessings of God, but this 
teaching is contrary to the Word of 
God. The baptism of the Holy Ghost 
is an operation of the Spirit distinct 
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from and additional to the regénerat- 

ing, saving, and sanctifying work. 
While every believer has received of 
the Spirit in a measure, not every one 
has the baptism with the Spirit. The 
Holy Ghost is a gift from God. When 
a@ person receives this gift, He will 
speak for Himself. Jesus’ words de- 
clare this to be true. John 15:26, 27, 
“But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall 
testify of me: and ye also shall bear 
witness, because ye have been with 
me from the beginning.” 


The Holy Ghost was manifest to the 
Old Testament saints. There are sev- 
eral instances of the Spirit coming 
upon various ones of them, and in 
some instances the Scripture informs 
us that they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost. But none of these manifesta- 
tions of the Holy Ghost, prior to the 
day of Pentecost, were the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, for Jesus declared 
that the Holy Ghost was not given at 
that time. “Not until the atonement 
was made, till God had glorified His 
Son Jesus, till the person of the God- 
man was constituted in its infinity of 
power and perfection of sympathy, 
were the facts ready, were the truths 
liberated for this salvation of men, 
were the streams of living water ready 
to flow from every heart that re- 
ceived the divine gift. In comparison 
with all previous manifestation of the 
Spirit, this not yet.”—Pulpit Commen- 
tary. The mighty outpouring was not 
to come until after the death of Je- 
sus. 

In view of the Christian experiences 
of those who received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost in the Acts of the 
Apostles, there can be no doubt that it 
is separate and apart from the new 
birth. On the day of Pentecost when 
the Holy Ghost first descended in a 
baptismal measure, these 120 people 
who were filled with the Spirit were 
followers of Jesus. Jesus had already 
informed them that they were clean 
and that their names were written 
in heaven. In Acts, the 8th chapter, 
the Samaritans had already believed 
in Christ and had been baptized, and 
there was great joy in the city. Then 
Peter and John were sent unto them 
to pray that they would receive the 
Holy Ghost. When the disciples prayed 
for the Samaritans and laid their 
hands on them, they received the Holy 
Ghost. In Acts, the 10th chapter, no- 
tice that Cornelius was already a de- 
vout man, one that. feared God and

prayed to God always. Cornelius did- 
n’t have the Holy Ghost, sc God sent 
Peter unto him. -After Peter had ex- 
pounded some scripture to Cornelius 
and the people he had gathered in his 
house, God gave them the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake with 
tongues. In Acts 19, Paul found some 
disciples at Ephesus and asked them, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” They told Paul 
they had not heard of this blessing but 
had only been baptized unto John’s 
baptism. When Paul laid his hands up- 
on them, the Holy Ghost came upon 
them, and they spake with tongues. 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost was 
a fulfillment of the promise that Je- 
sus had made to His disciples. Jesus 
said, “I will pray the Father, and he 
will send you another Comforter,” and 
“If I go away I will send him unto 
you.” Jesus told the disciples to tarry 
for this promise before they went to 
work at the great task He had left to 
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their trust. Acts 1:8, “But ye shall re- 
ceived power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” The Greek 
word for power is dynamite. On the 
day of Pentecost we see Peter, after 
his mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
preaching to the multitude that had 
gathered. He did not sound like the 
man who had denied the Lord a short 
time ago. No, he was a different man 
now, filled with the power of God and 
an able witness for God. Peter’s 
preaching had such a great effect -un- 
til about 3,000 souls were added to 
them that day. Later, when Peter and 
John went to the temple to pray, they 
were able to grant healing to the lame 
man through faith in the name of 
Jesus. Peter became such a powerful 
witness for Christ that people brought 
their sick to him so that at least his 
shadow, as he passed, might over- 
shadow some of them. Never again do 





we hear of Peter failing God. 


The power of the Holy Ghost is 
needed in any person’s life if that per- 
son is successfully to live for Christ. 
Stephen was a man full of faith and 
full of the Holy Ghost. When Stephen 
was brought before the Sanhedrin 
Court for trial, they were unable to 
resist the wisdom and the spirit by 
which he spoke. All the council looked 
steadfastly on him and saw his face 
as it looked like an angel’s face. When 
Stephen reproved the people for their 
hard hearts and for resisting the Holy 
Ghost, they gnashed on him with their 
teeth and finally stoned him to death. 
Stephen asked God to forgive the peo- 
ple while he was dying. Many times 
the power of God has enabled men 
and women to give their lives for the 
cause of Christ. Some people, may ar- 
gue that the Holy Ghost was given 
only to the followers of Jesus in that 
day, yet Peter said, “. . . the promise 
is unto them that are afar off, even 
as many as God should call.” History 
has recorded many instances where 
people were filled with the Holy Ghost. 
In 1865, the Huguenots in France re- 
ceived Pentecost and spread the 
teaching over Holland and Germany. 
Thomas Walsh, an early-day Method- 
ist preacher, said about an early- 
morning prayer he had, “This 
morning the Lord gave me languages 
that I knew not of, raising my soul 
to Him in a wonderful manner!” One 
historian has this to say about Martin 
Luther, “He was a prophet, evange- 
list, speaker in tongues and interpre- 
ter in one person, endowed with all 
the gifts of the Spirit.” Then we turn 
to the McDonalds in Scotland in 1800. 
The sister was in a dying condition. 
She was praying that her brother 
might receive the Holy Ghost before 
she died. He received the Holy Ghost, 
took her by the hand, and told her 
to raise up in the name of Christ. She 
was healed, and they all spoke with 
tongues. 

I once read of a farmer who re- 
ceived light on the Holy Ghost and 
he became so hungry for the blessing 
that he tarried and tarried. He would 
be the last man to leave the altar, 
and he felt ashamed to stay so long. 
He said to his wife one day, “I’m 
ashamed to stay; I keep the preacher 
there, and the caretaker, but I’m so 
hungry, I must have the baptism. I’ve 
made up my mind I’m going to get the 
Holy Ghost at home if I can’t get it 
at church. I’ve taken care of every- 
thing around the place. I have enough

groceries in for a week. I have enough 
chicken feed for the chickens for a 
week, enough hay for the cow for a 
week. I have everything fixed for a 
week, and, wife, I know you'll gtt 
along all right without me. I’m going 
to get the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
if it takes me a week.” He meant it, 
too. He had chosen the attic for his 
place of tarrying. His wife climbed 
the steps with him and bade him fare- 
well, not expecting to see him for a 
week. She started back down the 
stairs, heard him fall on his knees 
and begin to cry to God. She hardly 
got down the stairs until she heard a 
tremendous commotion. Back up- 
stairs she went, and there he was flat 
on his back under the power, speaking 
in tongues! 

Charles Spurgeon once said, “If we 
do not have the Spirit of God, it were 
better to shut the churches, nail up 
the doors, put a black cross on them, 
and say, ‘God have mercy on us!’ If 
you ministers have not the Spirit of 
God, you had better not preach. If 
you have not the Spirit of God, Chris- 
tian worker, remember you stand in 
someone else’s way. This is a solemn 
work.” These words may well be heed- 
ed today. What the church needs is 
not larger churches or more commit- 
tees, but men filled with the Holy 
Ghost. The power of the Holy Ghost 
cannot flow through methods, but 
through men. The Holy Ghost is the 
down payment of our inheritance. If 
the early church needed this power in 
its day, we certainly need it today. 
The power of Satan is so strong that 
we are unable to cope with him in our 
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natural strength. “Ye are of God, lit- 
tle children, and have overcome them: 
because greater is he that is in you, 
than he that is in the world,” 1 John 
4:4. 

We are commanded to be filled with 
the Spirit. Eph. 5:18, “And be not 
drunk with wine, wherein is excess; 
but be filled with the Spirit.” A person 
may be filled again and again after 
his baptism, but the initial filling is 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost. All 
the victories of the church are the 
result of the ministry of the Spirit. 
When the Holy Ghost is properly rec- 
ognized in His true position, the pow- 
erless church will become strong and 
victorious, and defeated lives will be- 
come powerful for God. Men always 
err when they attempt spiritual things 
through the natural man. Zech. 4:6, 
“ ... not by might, nor by power, 
but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts.”
